tho fight In the open sea, where thu 
merlin of the two flecta would lie fair- 
ly tested. 


An official explanation of the .tup-, 


prcsslon of the Japanese report IK that 
the admiralty IB unwilling to unneces- 
sarily alarm th«> public by the circula- 
tion of such r.liiteiiirnlH entirely on 
the authority of the enemy anil In tho 
absence of definite advices from tho 
commander at Port Arthur. It Is'also 
suggested as possible that there has 
been a light and that flic Japanese 
have minimized their r.wn losses and 
magnified those of the Iltissl ins with 
a view to affecting the new loan 
•which It Is understood Japan la ne- 
gotiating.

foreign naval attache, the admiralty

The officials do not attempt to din' 


guise the seriousness and far reaching 
consequences which might result from 
tho loss of three of the Port Arthur 
•warships, but they profess to bo more 
Inclined to believe that the vessels 
were lost In open fight rather than as 
the result of a torpedo attack. Should 
this be tho case, they say, the Jap- 
anese could not have escaped without 
material loss, ntitl the crippling of one 
or two of their battleships, enough to 
assure the command of tho sea to tho 
Daltlc squadron. 


Togo Lures the Russians.

"All the ships then advanced, en- 


deavoring to dispose of the tulncn laid 
by the' Japanese, but they were hin- 
dered by two Japanese topcdo-hoat de- 
Btroyoru which had been guarding the 
mouth of the harbor. 


"At 3 o'clock''In the nftornoon -tlio 


Japanese 
torpedo boats exchanged 


shots with seven Russian destroyers, 
which were covering the clearing op 
erntloiiH. .One of the Russian destroy' 
cm-was set* on lire and retired Inside 
tho harbor. 


Turn Tall and Run.

coyed the Russians out to sea and 
awaited an opportunity to begin a gen-

tho Russian ships made for the har- 
bor.

dawn of Friday.

ataka twlco torpedoes a battleship of 
the Pcresvlct type and sank lior. A 
battleship of the Sevastopol type and 
a criilser'pf the Diana typo were dis- 
abled and' towed away,

Cisco, who was n fellow passenger.' 
This process of deduction practically , 
excludes the theory of foul play on i 
board th<> Kaiser Willhelm II. 


Although satisfied that l.oomls was 


not lost from the Kaiser Wllhelm II.. 
thu otllclals foresee thu 
possibility 


that Komu harm may have "befallen 
him alter he landed at 
Plymouth.'

MONSIGNORE GUIDI DIES 


IN THE PHILIPPINES 


He Was Sent to Islands as Vatican's 


Representative In Sale of Friar ; 


Lands to. United States.

Manila, June 27.—Monsignore Gill- 


ill, the Vatican's representative In the 
negotiations fur the sale of thu friar 
lands, died today of heart failure. Tlio 
funeral will taltc place hero 
next 


Friday and tho remains will bo lnt(/r- 
red two mouths later at Home. 


An agreement regarding the sale 


of the lands war, reached early In De- 
cember last by Governor Tart and 
thu friars. 
The Bcttloment provided 


for tho purchase of .|0;i.o()o 
acres, 


comprising all of the friar lands In 
the Islands. 
Tho price paid for the 


lands was $7,250.000. 


Prelate Was of Noble Family 


Ills excellency, tho Most. Uev. Mon- 


alguore Augtisto Guldl, n. I).. 
who 


was consecrated archbishop Sept. 21. 
I!)02, and left Home Immediately for 
Manila as apostolic delegate, was a 
member of a noblo Unman family. Il<: 
was hnrn In 18r>2, and studied at tho 
Gregorian university and 
Collegia 


Ilomano until 1870, when he entered 
the Pontifical seminary. 
Distinguish- 


ing himself there, he was sent to the 
University of Innesbriick In 
Switzer- 


land, where he took up the study of 
theology nnd law. the latter because 
he had a peculiarly legal and diplo- 
matic mind. Ills education was com- 
pleted at the Sorlionnu In Paris. 


Ills brilliant mind and other 
at- 


tainments were recognized by 
tho 


late Pope l.eo XIII. almost as soon 
a.s ho ascended the jmpal throne, and 
.Monsignore Guldl was at once ap- 
pointed secretary of the nunciature 
at Madrid, always the highway 
to 


preferment at the Vatican. 
From 


18!H) until his appointment as. dele- 
gate to the Philippines, Monsignore 
Guldl hnd occupied rooms at tho vat- 
lean, and for some years he waa the 
confidential advisor of tho 
pontiff. 


Nominally In the office of secretary 
of state and reality only a Moiislg- 
nore, he possessed Inlliienco out of 
all proportion to his official position, 
so that his appointment an delegates 
was In a peculiar sense the personal 
one of the pope. 


Spoken of for American Delegate 
Monsignore Guldl showed by 
his 


work In tho Philippines that the pope 
was sincerely desirous of 
bringing 


about peaceably the withdrawal ot 
the friars from the Islands, because 
In many cases the United States de- 
sired that they should be withdrawn. 
Recently the monslgnore has 
been 


spoken of frequently In Human ec- 
clesiastical circles as the next dele- 
gate to tho United States, nn It Is 
rumored that the Most Uev. Falconlo 
will not return to the United States, 
but will remain In Home.

A Mother Puts the Home in Order for«the 


Coming Funeral Guests. 


TURNS ON THE GAS AND ENDS ALL 


Husband in the Insane Asylum, and She Without Work— 


A Sad Story of Abject Poverty— 


Left Letters.

Chltagn. July 27.—Mrs. Anna Kolod- 


zlk took a dispassionate vlow of tho 
situation. During six weeks her nun- 
band, Frederick Kolodzlk, had been 
an Inmate ''of thu Kankakcc asylum 
for tho Insane, and she and her three 
sons, tho oldest only 7, were on the 
verge of starvation. Then, too. they 
were to have been evicted from their 
home Monday morning. So sho killed 
herself 
and 
the 
children Sunday 


morning by asphyxiation. A noto ad- 
dressed to her husband at the asylum 
read as follows: 


"My Husband: There Is nothing to 


tell you. You will road It In the pa- 
pers and you will know what has hap- 
pened and the reason for It." 


The four deaths wore the culmina- 


tion of n series of misfortunes that 
had blighted the lives pf the once In- 
dustrious, happy 
family. Tho hus- 


band long hail been employed at tho 
Peering harvester plant. Nine months 
ago ho was dlfcharged because of dull 
times. During many v,-eekn he walked 
tho streets day by day, seeking In vain 
for work, and day by day the family 
savings dwindled • and 
want, crept 


nearer tho home. 


Loses Reaion Over Work. 


Two months ago n man called at 


tho dwelling and told the husband and 
father ho could return to work at tho 
harvester plant within a week. Ko- 
lodzlk, neighbors say. acted es If ho 
believed the visitor was Joking. 


This, next day Kolodzlk's mind .gave 


way. 
Ho put on tho^sult'ho wore at 


the factory and •started to take tho 
stovo apart. 
When his wife asked, 


him what'ho "WHS"'lining"ho told "her 
not to bbthor •him, because ho had 
gone to'work "again and —is "making 
Rood money." Then he took the Uock 
an<! two of the bedsteads apart and 
put them together again, and repoatcd 
the process until the police camo a'ter 
him and ho was sent to the asylum." 


Thon tho wife and mother faced tho 


problem of existence alone. . It hail 
proved too hard for the man: It boon 
proved too hard for tho woman. Sat- 
urday night came, with no food In tho 
house, and thfro was shelter only for 
one 
day. 
Mrs. Kolodzlk sat down 


and wrolo the note to her husband. 
Then she began to solve tho problpm 
o? llfo In tho only way she knew—by 
death. 


Much of the time was spent by Mrs. 


Kolodzllc )v preparation for^he true- 


cdy: ThuV wan" apparent -when the 
bodies of herself nnd her sons were 
discovered. 
First she had "cleaned 


housu" thoroughly, 
then she 
had * 


washed and Ironed all the children's 
clothing nnd her own. and had packed 
it In a hamper.

On top of the hamper was the cloth- 


ing In which the mother wished, her- 
self and the boys to he burled, as she 
•said In one of several notes written 
shortly before death. The white dress 


' with thu pink ribbons was to bo her

. Sunday suits. 
Walter, 2 years old. 


• was to wear the dress ahe had Just 
I mado for him..

At 1 o'clock Sunday morning the 


light In the Kolodzlk flat • still was 
burning according to neighbors, and' 


I the woman could be seen writing nt a 


kitchen table. It Is believed that not 
long afterward she executed her plan 
for death .by disconnecting a rubber 
hcsc that led from a gas jet to n'small 
stove In the kitchen. Previously she 
had stopped all chinks in the 
win- 


dows and tho keyhole with paper. 


By 8. o'clock Sunday morning the 


odor of the escaping gas had .iwrmcat- 
ed tho flat across the hallway and one 
of the occupants traced It to Its source 
by climbing through'a'window to the 
roof of an adjolnlng'lmlldlng and forc- 
ing a bedtoom window of the Koloflzlk 
apartments.'

Just Inside the ne'rhunr found the 


bodies' of the ; two, eldest. .Kolodzllc 
hoys, lying In bed together, while that ' 
ofj.Wnltor; Hie Tmby'," was; on a cot In 
tho-room adjoining. The body of. the 
mother, fully, dressed, .WAS.In a cor- 
'ner of the lillchen. • The' rubber hone, 
through which, tho gas was escaping; 
was Just above-her head. Indicating 
that-she had hold Its end In her mouth 
until sho became unconscious. 


Or. the table were tho lettcra the 


woman had written. One ofutiem was 
scaled nnd addressed to her parents 
In Berlin. Another was meant for the 
landlord, who, she wrote, had ordered 
hur fo pay her rent, for a month over- 
due, or leave the building'. 
"I am 


angry with you for that," the letter 
concluded.

During the twenty-live years that 


Thu Times has been puhllKhod 
In 


this city. It ban at all times and un- 
der all conditions upheld thu Repub- 
lican party and Its principles In na- 
tional, state, 'county and municipal 
politics, and upon every.issue great 
or small. 
Its publishers,, past and 


present, have believed and still be- 
lieve and advocate, that tho salvation 
of tht» country and Its magnificent In- 
stitutions lies In thu continued suc- 
cess of the Republican party, and the 
perpetuity of Its cardinal principles; 
and that to Insure such party suc- 
cess thu organization must be' actively 
maintained and supported In every 
election.

SENT ALL' OVER THE ''STATES 


The Fame of Janesville Spread to 


Cities, Towns and Villages 


from Atlantic to Pacific. 


Among the Industries of the city 


that arc making JancKVlIlc famous 
throughout the country Is the bottling 
of Burr Lltlila Waler. Thousands of 
quart, pint and half-pint bottles are 
tihlpped to all parts of tho United 
States every week, each bottle bear- 
Ing tho label of tho kind of water and 
the name of Janesville. 


The Burr Springs. 


The source of supply Is the cluster 


of mineral springs 
situated 
about 


threo and one-half or four miles up 
tho river on the Burr estate. 
The 


spring's being higher than the level 
of tin: river nt that point. It makes It 
possible for a pipe line to be run to 
the river. 
The water BCOW. a large 


floating tank—the capacity of which 
Is threo thousand gallons 
Is 
filled 


trdm the pipe line and lowed down 
to the bottling works threo time a 
•week. The Process of Bottling. 


Besides the 
Mus-Kls-Kee-Wa-Boo 


•water which la used for medicinal pur- 
pases, two different kinds of water 
arc bottled, one the plain Llthla wa- 
ter which Is called. "still water" and 
the other the carbonated I.ltlia Water. 
The, latter kind Is the most used and 
the'process of bottling this, kind Is 
very Interesting, each 
part 
being 


•worked down to a science and nearly 
all dono by specially made machinery. 


The bottles' are first washed In a 


machine which thoroughly swabs the 
Inside and removes every particle of 
dust and dirt from the Inner sur- 
face and then put In another' piece of 
apparatus where they are rinsed. The 
receptacles are next placed on tho 
"filler." The Llthla water Is pumped 
from the scow Into a large tank con- 
nected with the filling machine. 
In 


the same manner the carbon gas Is 
sent Into the machine and by tho pres- 
sure of the gas tho water and carbon 
Is thoroughly mixed and forced Into 
the bottles on which when shipped 
there Is a pressure of fifty pounds. 


Some Danger • 


The danger In a bottling works Is 
Iroin the carelessness of tho operator 
about the amount of pressure or a 
flaw,In a bottle which will cause a 
bottle to burst and cut the hands of 
tho operator. Tho corks are then put 
an and the process of bottling Is com- 
pleted. 
Hitherto the common corks 


liave been used and wero held down 
by wire but not proving entirely sat- 
isfactory a machine for placing crown 
, corks has been Installed and these 
'-will now bo used. The labels arc then 
put, on by machinery at the rate of 


" about four thousand per .day. 
The 


bottles arc then wrapped and imckixl 
In boxes to bo shipped by the dozens 
and grosses to all portions of 
tho 


country.

To Be Handsome Edifice 


The now building Is to face Jack-

Ings In tho city. 
Two stories high 


with a Imsemont attic and 
four 


rooms, tho whole enclosed by walls, 
three of which are to ho constructed 
of Menomlnee red pressed brick, are 
called for In the specifications, which 
also provide that tho structure Is to 
he oH'cted atiovo ground, 
plumbing 


and heating Included, at a cost 
of 


about $13,000. 


Completed Next January 


Before bids cnn be called for It 


will be necessary to have duplicate 
copies of the plans and 
diagrams 


made, so that It may he a fortnight 
before contractors are called upon to 
figure on them. 
Several days must 


elapse after the call for Mils before 
thtey can bo received and opened. 
Even If all goes well It will bo the 
first of August before tho excavating 
and actual work of building can com- 
mence.

Oarsmen's Lives In 
Training Not to Be En- 
vied—How to Hold an 
Oar—The Stroke De- 
scribed, Etc. 


Rowing sharps arc now nt the height 


of activity. June and July are this two 
Rreatest aquatic months of every year, 
to far as on ruin on are concerned. The 
'intercollegiate regatta on the Hudson, 
et I'oughkcepslr, and the Vale-Harvard 
contests at New London, Conn.', are al- 
ways held either In the latter part of 
June or the first week In July, and fol- 
lowers of water sport look forward to 
this season with expectancy of the 4." 
caliber variety. 


Of course the side of rowing races 


seen by the public Is one that In spec- 
tacular, and thrilling In the extreme. 
Tin- waving flags, the honrm) scream of 
Hteam whistles and the shouts of the 
multitude pct'in a fitting reward to the 
atralnlng athletes In the swift shells. 
Hut the oarsman knows little of what 
Is happening about.him In the excite- 
ment of tho race. 
Every nerve nnd 


tmut be taught the met hod of sitting 
In tin1 sht'll, how to operate the sliding 
seat, how to ship and umthlp oani and 
liow to push off from a wharf without 
<wamplng. how to approach a landing 
place In good form, how to put a shell 
Into the water and how to lift It out 
All these points are matters that re- 
quire careful attention; unimportant 
though they may seem to the novice, 
'who believes that all he has to do Is to 
clamber Into a shell any old way at all, 
pick up an oar and start abend to fame. 


On entering n shell a man should al- 


ways Ktep on the exact middle of Its 
bottom planking. In stepping out he 
should step from the middle to tho 
wharf. 


The holding of the our Is most Im- 


portant. In a crew, when only one oar 
Is used by each man,'the bauds should 
grasp the oar llrnily, not with the tips, 
but with the whole of the lingers well 
nround. 
Each separate linger, not 


merely the first two, should feel tho oar 
distinctly. The knuckles of the thumbs 
must not be more than one. and a half 
or two Inches apart. If kept too for 
from each other the Insldo arm Is 
sure to be bent, and the Inside shoulder 
thrown back. The thumb should In no 
case overlap the tips of the fingers. It 
should circle the oar and merely meet 
the fingers. 


Keep tho head up, the' eyes looking 


straight astern. 
In reaching forward 


the hands should be shot straight out 
from the body without the least pause. 
Almost ns soon as tho oar has passed 
the knees the wrist should be raised to 
bring tho blade at right angles to the 
water preparatory to dipping. Delay- 
Ing this motion frequently results In 
the oars going Into the water In a 
slanting position. 
The blade should 


present Its full face to get the maxi- 
mum of resistance from the water.

fiber In his body Is under pressure. Bis 
whole attention Is- centered on the 
bending oar and the bark of the mati 
In front of him. He may burst a blood 
vessel, strain his heart, lose six or eight 
pounds of flesh or faint from sheer ex- 
haustion, but all these things *ount for 
naught -when the glory of his alma 
mater Is at stake. 


For bo h known a member of a rac- 


ing crew leads a life while In training 
that Is as onerous as that of a miner 
or a coal beaver, and he Is at all times 
under watch of a trainer who Is usual- 
ly ns sevcro and as tyrannic as Nero, 
the burner of ancient Home. 


A candidate for a crew should first 


determine to put himself In the best 
possible condition physically. 


The stomach, the lungs and the 


heart should be kept at a high standard 
of healthfulness and strengthened as 
much as possible. No matter how much 
muscle a man may have or how much 
be knows about the.technical side of 
rowing, he will prove moro of a hin- 
drance than a help if he cannot stand 
a severe strain In n race. The Instruc- 
tions of the coach concerning practice, 
etc.. and the rules of the training table 
should be Htrlctly followed. 


A majority of the men appointed to 


the rowing squad.of n college or club 
have had previous experience with the 
oars. They may have rowed for small- 
er organizations. These men may con- 


, slder themselves to be ready to start 


work with n crew Immediately, but 
•such Is not the case. There arc ng 
many different styles of rowing us tlipro 
are crows In a cornfield. Every man 
has peculiarities In his execution that 
must be eradicated.- The conch consid- 
ers one of his principal duties to bo 
the development of uniformity In his 
crews. The men must be made to work 
together like clockwork, and conse- 
quently many u man has to unlearn all 
that he has' previously been taught. 


One'of tho best known college coach- 


es wild to the writer not long ago: "I 
do not wont any so called expert oars- 
men to come to me for places In the 
crews. They know too much. They have 
formed habits oftentimes that do not 
agree with my Ideas, and it Is n dltll- 
cult Job to trim off the edges of their 
.•work so that they are In harmony with 
the other members of the crew. For 
me the Ulrnl candidate for rowing hon- 
ors Is u man who Is well built, sound 
In wind and body, willing and not over- 
confident. He'can be molded Into the 
biftt type of oarsman." 


If a man has had no experience 


whatever In racing he has a great 
111:1 ny simple things to learn before he 
can hope to take up actual work In a 
chell. First, he must learn how to get 
In and nut of the sensitive racing shell, 
that tips over with the slightest error 
of Its oecupaut or'occnpauts. Also lie

When the rower straightens up nt 


the end of a stroke he should bo-sure 
to bold his elbows close to his sides. 
The chest should be thrust well out, 
and the entire strength of the arms anil 
shoulders should be put Into the finish 
The oar must be brought straight homo 
to the chest, the root of tho thumbs 
touching the front of the Jersey about 
an Inch below the lower end of the 
breastbone. 


Itomcmber that the vital part of tho 


stroke Is the first part Therefore the 
greatest force should be put Into your 
effort the moment the blade Is sub- 
merged. This Is n basic law of rowing 
that Is too frequently Ignored. 


Force tho blado through tlm water In 


n straight line. Do not give n Jerk nt 
the finish of n stroke, after the manner 
of many tyros and Improperly taught 
oarsmen. Make tho entry of tho blade 
Into the water as violent as possible 
without'sacriflclng good form.
